Crusade donates to local schools

The WHAS Crusade for 
Children will dole out $5.6 
million to service agencies, 
libraries, hospitals and schools 
in Kentucky, which includes 
both the Eminence and 


Henry County school systems, 
according to a news release. 

The Crusade telethon col¬ 
lected the money this year, and 
100 percent of it is going back 
into the Commonwealth, the 
release said. 

Locally, both school sys¬ 
tems will receive aid — Henry 


County came in with $31,000 
and Eminence with $35,000. 

According to Eminence 
superintendent Buddy Berry, 
the money is already having 
very real tangible effects. 

“It’s just a huge help,” 
Berry said. “In fact, because 
of this grant, we posted a job 


today for a math interven¬ 
tionist for middle and high 
school.” 

In addition to the new posi¬ 
tion, the school was able to 
purchase a computer and math 
software. As Berry said, the 
grant was “all-encompassing” 
in math. 


And this isn’t the first time 
that Eminence has put the 
Crusade money to good use. 

“It has [had a tangible 
effect] for years,” Berry said. 
“We’ve received it from them, 
things that we could never 
afford ourselves, and I don’t

Eminence 
looks into 
noise relief

Eminence city officials 
took a cue from a loud 
music complaint from a 
citizen in May to study 
whether a noise ordinance 
may help provide relief, 
though it may not go any 
further than a feasibility 
study. 

After a citizen told 
the council that a nearby 
restaurant featuring live 
bands creates “unbear¬ 
able” noise, city officials 
asked Council member 
Leo Mason and attorney 
Bill Brammell to study 
ordinances from other 
places and see how well 
they hold up in court. 

Mason reported back 
at Eminence’s July 14 
meeting that he and the 
attorney are carefully 
studying the matter. 

“I think everybody’s 
aware you just can’t go in 
and make an ordinance 
for one section of town,” 
the council member 
noted. “It has to be for 
the whole city — facto¬ 
ries, restaurants, every¬ 
thing.” 

So, the city officials 
are leaning toward doing 
a feasibility study, but 
Mason also mentioned 
the possibility of working 
directly with the restau¬ 
rant owner in question 
and coming up with a 
solution to that situation 
without making a new 
ordinance. 

The business owner 
had different suggestions 
about cutting down the 
sound, Mason said. “He 
said he’s willing to work 
with the city, come up 
with anything he needs 
to do.” 

Approving a noise 
ordinance would require 
paying for a decibel meter 
to use to measure levels of 
sound, Mason continued. 

“Actually, it can be a 
costly thing, because if we 
buy — and Bill looked 
atthe price of one — the 
‘level two’ one of those

Taco Punk 
to cook for 
Harvest 
Showcase

The chef and owner of Taco Punk 

— a Kentucky Proud Louisville quick 
service restaurant that features locally 
and responsibly raised farm products 

— found guidance in his beliefs on 
healthy food from acclaimed Henry 
County author and activist Wendell 
Berry. 

So, it’s fitting that Chef Gabe 
Sowder will serve up samples of his 
cooking to the public at the 15 th 
annual Henry County’s Harvest 
Showcase July 26 at the fairgrounds, 
where all the food comes from local 
fields and farms and all the arts and 
crafts from local artisans and crafters. 

The Taco Punk booth will cook 
Henry County farm products — 
probably beef or pork with vegetables 

— at the showcase to demonstrate 
what dishes the East Market Street 
restaurant in the NuLu neighbor¬ 
hood can create with wholesome 
foods. 

Sowder comes from a fine din¬ 
ing background, including working 
alongside Chef Edward Lee in the 
kitchen of 610 Magnolia for about 
six years, when the radical change in 
the economy got him thinking about 
trying something different on his 
own. 

At about the same time, it became 
more common for chefs to get into 
other kinds of restaurants like sand¬ 
wich shops or pizzerias, he said. And 
a breakthrough happened in the local 
food movement where greater mar¬ 
kets for sustainably raised livestock 
and produce opened up in Kentucky, 
making it possible to source neces¬ 
sary ingredients close to home. 

“One of the principles of fine din¬ 
ing is to find the highest quality 
source,” Sowder explained. 

His quick service restaurant Taco 
Punk arose in that environment, 
designed to provide the best tasting 
food by offering gourmet, made- 
by-hand tacos, sauces and salsa in a 
timely way and at an affordable price 
for customers. 

His at the time four-year-old son 
provided the name for the restaurant, 
by the way. Sowder chose it because 
the name was fun and sounded good. 

From May to October, Sowder

buys the produce for 
sides and taco garnishes 
from a Catholic Charities 
program where African 
refugees grow items like 
squash, potatoes and kale 
in gardens around the 
city. 

The menu also features 
locally raised, chemical- 
free beef and pork, the 
chef said. He had to 
source his chicken from 
Pennsylvania, where he 
found Amish-raised cage- 
free, all-natural chicken, 
meaning the poultry is 
grown without antibiot¬ 
ics or steroids. 

“Pretty much anything 
we can use locally, we’ll 
buy it from the farm. 

Part of that influence was 
from reading Wendell 
Berry in college,” 

Sowder said. “That’s 
been a guiding principle 
in what I do.” 

So, the chef runs his 
business in harmony with 
his personal belief that 
more people need to 
start eating and disposing 
of waste more responsi¬ 
bly. 

Besides buying sustain¬ 
able food and service- 
ware, Taco Punk com¬ 
posts 1.5 tons of food 
and recycles 750 pounds 
a month, he said. The 
restaurant supports a diet 
based on more consump¬ 
tion of vegetables and 
produce with a third of 
the menu dedicated to 
plant-based offerings, 
and it schedules “meat¬ 
less Mondays.” 


Sowder sees it as his 
responsibility to educate 
the public about the 
benefits of good qual¬ 
ity healthy food, but he 
keeps it subtle. 

He lets the restaurant’s 
menu items open up the 
possibility of more in- 
depth conversations on 
that topic. 

For too long, people 
have seen healthy food as 
meaning bland food, and 
the chef wants to change 
that, too. 

“It’s our ongoing job 
to educate the public on 
what the value and what 
the true price of food 
really is. Our best adver¬ 
tisement is our food,” he 
said. “Let people taste it 
and talk about how you 
can change things one 
little thing at a time.” 

When Taco Punk first 
opened more than two 
years ago, Sowder cre¬ 
ated a flyer proclaiming 
the food had no artificial 
fillers or other additives, 
but he soon decided that 
seemed like a negative 
approach. 

“I really don’t think 
it’s right I have to stick 
all these adjectives in 
front of my food.” 

He feels that the fast 
food chains ought to 
have to admit that their 
items are chock full of 
unhealthy things, instead. 

“When you sit down 
at Taco Punk, you get 
literally a handmade meal 
that you won’t get at 
any fast food restaurant,” 
Sowder said. “That’s 
what our customers like 
— it has a quality that 
the others simply lack.” 

Everybody has the 


right to good, whole¬ 
some food, he added. 

“The idea was to take 
this premium elite prod¬ 
uct, break it out to the 
public and say, ‘This is 
everyday food... you 
don’t have to be a foodie 
to like it.’” 

Sowder looks forward 
to participating in the 
Harvest Showcase in 
Henry County, where 
one of the authors that 
influenced him lives. 


Berry has been a leader 
in the sustainable move¬ 
ment for years and many 
of his works seem even 
more relevant today, 
Sowder said. It’s inspir¬ 
ing to Sowder that Berry 
is still out there provid¬ 
ing leadership. 

“He’s definitely one of 
the people in Kentucky 
who have been a voice 
of progress,” the chef 
added. “So, when I was 
invited on behalf of 


The Berry Center down 
to the Henry County 
Showcase, I was glad to 
do it.” 

Admission to the 
Harvest Showcase is free. 

Activities begin as 
early as 7 a.m. with a 
live broadcast by WHAS 
Meteorologist Reed 
Yadon and the Henry 
County Chamber of 
Commerce Breakfast of 
old ham and fresh eggs 
at 7:30 a.m.

Hearts of Grace.

I can still remember 
the red cloth seats and 
cup holders overrun 
with all sorts of nuts, 
bolts and screws. That 
black pickup truck 
drove me many a mile 
when I was young. I 
remember him sing¬ 
ing along to any song 
that came on and me 


grimacing but secretly 
enjoying them myself. 

Recently, a new radio 
station has debuted in 
Louisville, claiming to 
play only “true coun¬ 
try.” I haven’t listened 
to country music since 
I was a kid, so I had 
no interest in it, but a 
friend of mine had it 
on in the car one day. 

It immediately took 
me back to those days 
of riding in my grand¬ 


father’s pickup truck 
and listening to the 
local country station. 

I haven’t listened to 
anything else in two 
weeks. 

The station plays pri 
marily country music 
from the late 1980’s 
through the early 
2000’s. It’s exactly 
what I’m used to. It’s 
the music of my child¬ 
hood. 

There’s something 


singularly special about 
going back to your 
roots. When I’m lis¬ 
tening to that music, 
I’m 10 years old again. 
My grandfather is still 
driving and picking me 
up from school. Life 
hasn’t gotten so com¬ 
plicated. 

If only for a 
moment, I’m not wor¬ 
ried about bills or buy¬ 
ing gas. And that’s a 
great feeling. 


Henry County is home to many helpers 


In my career as a 
reporter/editor, I tend 
to learn things organical¬ 
ly, by visiting with people 
in the community and 
hearing their points of 
view. 

After all, no person 
can know everything. 
Going to the sources, 
to the experts, and get¬ 
ting to benefit from the 
knowledge they’ve accu¬ 
mulated over the years 
can open a person’s eyes 
in short order. 

So, when Henry 
County Help Center 
Director foe Durbin 
told me last week that 
the percentage of people 
living here under the

poverty level holds 
somewhere around 19 
percent, that was a rather 
shocking lesson to me. 

People don’t need to 
go on mission trips to 
Appalachia or a foreign 
land, he added. There’s 
plenty of Henry County 


residents that need assis¬ 
tance just a few miles 
hence, Durbin said. 
That’s why he took on 
the task of outreach at 
the help center. 

A glance at 2012 
statistics from the U.S. 
Census Bureau on 
Henry County confirms 
what Durbin says. That 
document fixes the per¬ 
sons earning below the 
poverty level as 19.2 per¬ 
cent of the population, 
as compared to 18.6 
percent for Kentucky as 
a whole. 

At the time I learned 
this statistic, it was while 
I was in the midst of 
collecting information 


about the many people 
and the agencies and 
how hard people work 
to provide assistance. 

Many individuals 
spend a major part of 
their third Tuesday 
of the month making 
food boxes through 
Tri-County Community 
Action Agency to dis¬ 
tribute it in the most 
efficient way possible to 
recipients. 

After filling up the 
boxes, the volunteers 
also carry the commodi¬ 
ties out to a waiting line 
of cars and load it in 
themselves. 

Dozens and dozens 
of donors contributed 


clothes and other neces¬ 
sary items to the Hearts 
of Grace drive, which 
at its core has a goal of 
helping students have 
supplies to start their 
new school year right 
and also provides assis¬ 
tance to families and 
seniors. 

Donors filled the gym 
at New Casde Christian 
Church with enough to 
help 400 to 500 people. 

And Durbin has a 
still-expanding effort 
to help feed families all 
over Henry County. The 
Help Center has been 
so successful, it’s hard 
to keep enough healthy 
food on the shelves. 


He says the Help 
Center could also use 
more volunteers to keep 
the efforts that now 
help about 1,300 going 
smoothly. 

Talking with the direc¬ 
tors of these programs 
over the last week has 
been more of an educa¬ 
tion for me than our 
readers, probably. 

I learned that when 
there’s a need, the peo¬ 
ple, churches, businesses, 
agencies in Henry — so 
many its hard to name 
them all — step in, work 
hard and do what they 
can to close those gaps.

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Public parking lot plans

City commissioners 
in New Castle are eager 
to utilize the parcel of 
land they purchased for 
a parking lot, but they 
want to make sure any 
work needed to get it 
into shape is done right 
the first time. 

“I don’t want to do 
work and then go back 
and re-do work,” said 
Commissioner Janet 
King. “Do we have a 
plan to follow?” 

The city voted to 
purchase the lot next to 
Starvin Marvins on Hwy. 
146 for $50,000 at a 
meeting in January with 
the intent to provide 
additional city parking. 

Public Works Director 
Scot Treece said that 
while the city planned 
to do some grading 
and gravel about half 
the lot, they have yet 
to configure how they 
want cars to park or even 
where to place a sign 
that announces the lot is 
a public parking lot for 
city use. He did say that 
the city had some extra 
asphalt, which they used 
on one entrance to the 


lot. 

“The grass area needs 
attention, too,” Treece 
added. “We’re mowing it 
but has craters in it, but 
we can fill that in as time 
allows. There’s just not 
any extra dirt just laying 
around right now.” 

Main Street Manager 
Jim Thoke offered to 
work with Treece on 
developing a plan for the 
lot before much more 
work was done, deciding 
how to arrange cars in 
the lot. City Attorney Joe 
Yates told the commis¬ 
sion he had the final sur¬ 
vey results that outlined 
the boundaries of the 
property, which Treece 
said he needed before 
graveling. 

Thoke also offered 
to research options for 
signage for the lot and 
provide options on where 
to place it. 

“This is just my per¬ 
sonal opinion, but I think 
we should put a sign on 
[Hwy] 146 so residents 
can know we bought that 
parking lot for all the 
businesses in town,” King 
said. “It’s not just there 
for Starvin Marvin’s.” 

“We’ll get together 
and look at it and come 
back with suggestions on 


how to configure it and 
what the sign might say,” 
Thoke told the commis¬ 
sion. “We definitely want 
to push people over there 
to park so we can keep 
spaces in town open.” 

In other business 

•The commission 
directed the city clerk to 
collect business license 
fees from all businesses 
in the city, including 
non-profits and chari¬ 
table organizations, but 
excluding churches. The 
annual fee is $35. 

•Lorrie Hansen, 
Assistant Chief of New 
Castle Fire Department, 
informed the city that a 
portion of the concrete 
pad in front of one of 
the bays on the firehouse 
would soon need to be 
replaced. The last time 
the fire department 
needed to pour concrete 
pads, they did so with 
three bays at a cost of 
about $30,000. At that 
time, the city paid for 
half the cost. Hansen 
requested the city con¬ 
sider chipping in again 
when the time came to 
repair the additional pad. 
Commissioners indicated 
the cost might be incor¬ 
porated into next year’s 
fiscal budget. 


Construction begins on final l-71/Ky 153 exit ramp 


Contract crews will begin ramp 
repairs next week on the fourth and 
final ramp at the Interstate 71/KY 153 
interchange in Henry County. 

The entrance ramp from KY 153 
to northbound 1-71 was scheduled to 
close on Monday, July 21 at 7 a.m. 


This ramp will be closed through 
Thursday, July 31 for removal and 
replacement of the concrete pavement. 

Motorists will be detoured via south¬ 
bound 1-71 to KY 53 in LaGrange 
(Exit 22), where they can access north¬ 
bound 1-71.

meters, you’re looking at 
$1,000, and it might be 
once or twice a year that 
you use it, if that many,” 
the council member said. 

Before buying a decibel 
meter, Mason suggested 
finding a meter to check 
it out and take sound 
level readings in different 
sections of Eminence. 

Other city residents, 
not knowing that Mason 
was working on a noise 
study, have mentioned 
other businesses and 


sounds that bother them, 
like a stamping coming 
from a factory late at 
night. 

City officials wouldn’t 
want to try to tell that 
factory what to do, 
Mason expects. If pos¬ 
sible, he hoped noise 
complaints could be 
worked out. 

Studying other cities’ 
ordinances would show 
how they do it and what 
they set their noise levels 
at — and every city and 
town does it differently, 
Mason said. “It gets 
pretty expensive doing 
an ordinance so you got 
to make sure you got it 


right.” 

“And enforceable, 
and fair,” Mayor Drane 
Stephens added. 

“It’s going to be hard 
to come up with,” said 
council member Polly 
Troxell. 

But the city council 
doesn’t have to draft 
an ordinance on this, if 
it’s not feasible, Council 
member Tom Shroyer 
said. 

“We just agreed we 
would investigate the 
feasibility — that’s all 
we agreed to do,” said 
Stephens.

luxury because they’re 
very needed, but just 
stuff that was outside of 
our normal budgeting 
potential. 

“Crusade for Children, 
in my five years here, has 
done well over $100,000 
of help for us.

Berry said. “They have 
done more tangible good 
than anyone in my time 
here, outside of federal 


monies.”

Tri-County feeds Henry for 35 years

The Dare to Care 
commodities program 
administered by the 
Tri-County Community 
Action Agency has served 
tons of food to qualify¬ 
ing recipients in Henry 
County after operating 
here for 35 years. 

Those recipients who 
have transportation drive 
to the Henry County 
Fairgrounds and circle 
the 4-H building to pick 
up the food, where vol¬ 
unteers spend the morn¬ 
ing on the third Tuesday 
of the month assembling 
many products into large 
boxes to benefit seniors 
and families, accord¬ 
ing to volunteer Polly 
Troxell. 

The line of cars 
almost wraps around the 
grounds on the single 
lane. 

After putting together 
the boxes, the volunteers 
keep the line moving by 
using a wagon to wheel 
boxes out to the vehicles 
and loading them up. 

“Without the vol¬ 
unteers, I don’t know 
how we’d even do it,” 
said Cindy Liter, the 
county coordinator for 
Tri-County, based out of 
the senior center in the 
Henry County Services 
Park. “We give away 128 
senior boxes. You have 
to be over 60 to receive 
that, and then we aver¬ 
age 125-130 commodity 
boxes, which is income 
based, and the food is 
provided by Dare to 
Care in Louisville.” 

For just one month of 
the program, Tri-County 


received 3,905 pounds of 
food for the senior boxes 
and 4,485 pounds for 
the income-based com¬ 
modities boxes, she said. 
“All that food is donated 
or bought by Dare to 
Care.” 

Requirements to 
receive help include 
Henry County residency, 
proof of household 
income and number of 
occupants. 

Another partner¬ 
ship carried out by 
Tri-County designed 
to ensure low-income 
seniors can get healthy 
food involves giving out 
vouchers for $28 worth 
of produce from the 
farmers’ market, Liter 
said. 

Dare to Care also 
brings a produce truck 
to the fairgrounds on the 
fourth Wednesday of the 
month from 2 to 5 p.m. 
staffed by volunteers 
from the family resource 
center to help connect 
recipients with healthy 
food. 

Tri-County also stocks 
an emergency food pan¬ 
try at its county offices. 

Besides all that, Tri- 
County hosts senior 
activities on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday, 
participates in the Low 
Income Home Energy 
Assistance Program for 
the winter and carries 
out a weatherization 
program. Between agen¬ 
cies like Tri-County and 
the Henry County Help 
Centers, Liter noted that 
people who need assis¬ 
tance can find outlets. 

“I feel like if you’re 
willing to ask, there are a 
number of places in our

county that will provide 
food for families — I 
think sometimes it’s hard 
to ask,” she said. “I think 
a lot of elderly people are 
afraid and don’t want to 
ask, but that’s what we’re 
here for.” 

Applications for food 
assistance are available 
at the Tri-County office 
located at 125 Park 
Road, New Castle.

Henry County Help Center expanding into communities

Keeping supplies on 
the shelves at the Henry 
County Help Center 
has become a challenge, 
according to Director 
Joe Durbin. 

Other programs 
provide assistance, but 
Durbin wanted to open 
a food pantry to try to 
take care of the needs 
across Henry County. 

“I’m trying to take 
care of it through the 
churches,” he said. “This 
is a faith based commu¬ 
nity, so that’s the way to 
do it.” 

And with 19 percent 
of the population liv¬ 
ing under the poverty 
level, there’s plenty of 
need here, he said. After 
opening last November, 
222 people sought help 
at 4844 N. Main St. in 
Eminence. 

By May, the Help 
Center served 1,072 
individuals, and this 
month Durbin expects to 
help nearly 1,300. Out 
of that 438 of them are 
children. 

“The biggest prob¬ 
lem we have here is on 
continuing to get the 
resources here to feed 
the people because we 
keep growing.” 

Given that the last cen¬ 
sus stated that 632 fami¬ 
lies here live on under 
$10,000 a year and 350 
live on less than $15,000 
a year, Durbin expects 
the number of people the 
Help Center serves to 
grow even further. 

The Help Center 
might have reached 
about half of those fami¬ 
lies in need now. “If you 
look at it that’s almost 
1,000 families” living 
below poverty, Durbin 
said. “It’s wonderful 


that we’ve reached 500 
families but we’ve got 
500 families to still to 
get to.” 

The former Eminence 
Methodist Church has 
been converted to the 
Henry County Help 
Center offices. 

The office that Durbin 
uses contained the 
church’s food pantry. 
Now, boxes of various 
kinds of non-perishable 
foods and toys take 
up the former Sunday 
school rooms upstairs 
and take up half of the 
former sanctuary. 

Pews still take up floor 
space where shelves 
stocked with foods could 
stand. Durbin said get¬ 
ting rid of the pews and 
getting more shelves are 
both needs. 

Various freezers remain 
in the kitchen but have 
also spread to the now- 
food sorting and storage 
area in the old sanctuary 
to store frozen meats. 

The biggest ongoing 
need is keeping enough 
healthy foods around for 
the Eminence help cen¬ 
ter, as well as the addi¬ 
tional sites that Durbin 
has arranged in different 
communities around the 
county. 

Durbin views the sites 
at the Drennon Christian 
Church, the Lockport 
Baptist Church, Sulphur 
Christian Church, Port 
Royal Baptist Church 
and Franklinton Baptist 
Church as esssential to 
reach those people with¬ 
out vehicles. Beyond 
those, he’s working with 
churches in Pleasureville 
and Campbellsburg to 
find locations in those 
two communities. 

Lots of people don’t 
have the transportation 
to make it from their 
homes all the way to 


Eminence. “It’s long 
drive for people who 
don’t have money for 
gas.” 

Now, though, the 14 
families with 41 people 
served in Lockport can 
just go down the road 
to the Baptist church for 
help. 

“My goal is to make 
sure that no one in 
Henry County goes hun¬ 
gry,” Durbin said. “We 
don’t means test people 
here — if they live in the 
county they can come in 
and get help.” 

Making up boxes each 
week quickly draws down 
the supplies of oatmeal, 
pasta, dried beans, pea¬ 


nut butter and canned 
meats and vegetables. 

“We need help getting 
more goods,” Durbin 
said. “Like this week we 
have 120 families we’re 
making boxes for. We 
need just canned veg¬ 
etables, depending on 
the size of the families, 
between 800 and 1,000 
cans of food.” 

That’s just the begin¬ 
ning as the many Henry 
County Help Center 
volunteers also load the 
boxes with frozen meats, 
fresh produce, cereals, 
toiletries, canned fruit, 
spaghetti sauce, snacks 
and more. 

Durbin wants to get 


more people involved 
in donating food and/ 
or funds or volunteering 
for the collecting, sort¬ 
ing and giving out the 
supplies and the finished 
boxes. 

A few people give in 
other ways, such as the 
donor who signed over 
a home in New Castle 
to the help center and 
the anonymous donor 
who gave UPS stock. 
Donations to the help 
center, as a 501C3 non¬ 
profit organization, are 
tax deductible. 

He’s taking his 
appeal for more people 
to get involved to the 
Henry County Harvest 


Showcase this weekend. 
Durbin said that with 
the county population at 
around 15,000 and more 
than 1,300 in need, 
every one here knows 
somebody who needs the 
help. 

People don’t have to 
take mission trips to far 
away places to help — 
there are many who need 
assistance right here at 
home, Durbin said. 

“We’re helping about 
8.5 percent of the coun¬ 
ty,” he noted. “On the 
one hand we’re doing a 
good job, but with 19 
percent poverty, we still 
have a ways to go.”

Be vigilant with children's medications 


Medications are often 
necessary to help treat a 
child’s ailment. Giving 
children medications 
safely can be intimidat¬ 
ing and complicated. 
Parents are often con¬ 
cerned about factors such 
as side effects of medica¬ 
tion, whether the child 
will take the medication 
easily, appropriate dosing, 
and if the medication will 
really help or not. 

A recent study pub¬ 
lished in the Journal of 
Pediatrics has provided 
an eye-opening look at 
children’s medications. 
According to the study, 
almost 40 percent of the 
medication doses given 
to children were incor¬ 
rect. These numbers

are scary to parents and 
pediatricians alike. There 
are several ways that you 
can help make sure that 
your child receives his or 
her medication properly. 

Read instructions 
carefully and follow the 
directions printed on the 


label. 

Don’t skip doses or 
take double doses to 
make up for a skipped 
dose. 

Take the medication 
for the full length of the 
prescription (especially 
antibiotics or they may 
not work properly). 

Pay attention to see 
if doses are measured 
in milliliters (mL), tea¬ 
spoons or tablespoons. 

1 teaspoon = 5 mil¬ 
liliters, 1 Tablespoon 
= 3 teaspoons = 15 mil¬ 
liliters 

When dosing medica¬ 
tion avoid using table¬ 
ware to measure a tea¬ 
spoon or tablespoon as 
spoons come in all sizes. 
Always use a standard¬ 


ized instrument like an 
oral syringe, dropper, or 
medicine cup to mea¬ 
sure liquid medications. 
These instruments make 
it less likely that medica¬ 
tion will spill when com¬ 
pared to a spoon. 

Most medications are 
dosed based on weight. 

If you are confused 
about a medication label 
that lists age and weight 
you can always call your 
pediatrician to clarify 
the proper dose for your 
child. 

Read labels carefully 
to see if the medication 
should be dosed with 
food or on an empty 
stomach. 

If your child is on mul¬ 
tiple medications discuss 


them with your pediatri¬ 
cian to make sure that 
there are no dangerous 
interactions between the 
medications. 

Always seal medica¬ 
tion lids tightly and 
store them in a safe place 
where they cannot be 
accessed by children. 
Keep Poison Control 
numbers with other 
emergency numbers in 
case a child accidentally 
ingests a medication. 

If you are considering 
giving your child over- 
the-counter medications 
and have questions, 
please call your pediatri¬ 
cian for help. 

When caregivers, phar¬ 
macists and physicians 
work together we can 


help prevent adverse drug 
reactions and incorrect 
dosing of medication for 
children. 

Your pediatrician can 
provide dosing charts 
based on your child’s 
weight for common 
medications like Tylenol 
(acetaminophen) and 
Motrin/Advil (ibupro- 
fen). 

Taking advantage of 
these charts can make 
dosing simpler and safer 
for children. 

If you have questions 
do not hesitate to ask you 
pediatrician for help. 

We all want to avoid 
preventable medication 
errors and keep our chil¬ 
dren safe. 


The link between oral and overall health 


Here’s a great sound 
bite for you: The health 
of your mouth may mir¬ 
ror your overall health. 
What’s the link? For one, 
good dental care helps 
prevent a buildup of bac¬ 
teria and inflammation 
from gum disease. And 
that may help protect 
other parts of your body. 

Researchers need to 
conduct more studies 
to confirm the possible 
links, but evidence is 
growing. 

Heart and blood ves¬ 
sels. Research suggests 
that heart disease and 
stroke may be linked to 
bacteria in your mouth. 
For example, a recent 
worldwide trial of nearly 
16,000 people showed a 
strong link between oral 
health and heart health

risk factors in people 
with chronic heart dis¬ 
ease. Gum bleeding was 
linked with higher levels 
of “bad” cholesterol and 
high blood pressure. 
Other studies show that 
heart attacks are more 
common in people who 
have dental disease. 

Diabetes. Research 


also shows a connec¬ 
tion between diabetes 
and gum disease. But 
which leads to which? It 
actually goes both ways. 
Gum disease may get 
worse if you have diabe¬ 
tes. Some even call it the 
“sixth complication of 
diabetes.” People with 
diabetes who have gum 
disease also have trouble 
controlling their blood 
sugar levels. And this 
may make it harder to 
manage their disease. 

Other possible links. 
There appears to be a 
link between gum dis¬ 
ease and premature birth 
and low birth weight.

If you’re 
in pain or have missing 
teeth or infections, that 
can affect how you speak, 
eat and interact with 
other people.

After all, 
millions of people don’t 
know they have this seri¬ 
ous infection. The obvi¬ 
ous step is to see your 
dentist.

• Red, swollen, or tender 
gums 

• Bleeding when you 
brush or floss 

• Loose teeth 

• Bad breath 

• Sores or pus in your

• A change in your bite

An Ordinance Related to the Abatements of 

Nuisances in Henry County, Kentucky 

The Henry County Fiscal Court during its 
regular meeting on Tuesday, July 15, 2014, at 
6:00 p.m. at the Henry County Courthouse, 30 
North Main Street, New Castle, KY held the 
second reading and adoption of an Amendment 
to Ordinance No. 1000-01-13-1 in the following 
Sections: 

Section 1. 

B. “Agricultural operation” includes, but is 
not limited to. any facility for the production of 
crops, livestock, equine, poultry, livestock prod¬ 
ucts. poultry products, horticultural products, and 
any generally accepted, reasonable, and prudent 
method for the operation of a farm to obtain a 
monetary profit that complies with applicable laws 
and administrative regulations, and is performed 
in a reasonable and prudent manner custom¬ 
ary among farm operators. Agricultural practices 
protected by this section shall include, but not be 
limited to. fertilizer application, the application of 
pesticides or herbicides that have been approved 
by public authority, planting, cultivating, mowing- 
harvesting. land clearing, and constructing farm 
buildings, roads, lakes, and ponds associated 
with a farming operation. 

C. “Construction and demolition debris” 
means non-hazardous. uncontaminated materi¬ 
als resulting from the construction, remodel¬ 
ing. repair and demolition of utilities, structures 
including, but not limited to the following: bricks. 
concrete, and other masonry materials, rock- 
wood. including non-hazardous painted, treated. 
and coated wood and wood products, wall cover¬ 
ings. plaster, drvwall. plumbing fixtures, electrical 
fixtures, non-asbestos insulation, roofing shingles 
and other roof coverings, and similar materials. 

D. “Debris” means the scattered remains of 
something broken or destroyed, apparently aban¬ 
doned to the elements. 

F. “Garbage” means putrescible animal and 
vegetable wastes resulting from the handling, pro¬ 
cessing. preparation, cooking, and consumption 
of food, and wastes from the handling, process¬ 
ing. storage, and sale of produce. 

G. “Junk” means items of no practical or 
functional utility. 

I. “Nuisance” means any condition, act, or the 
use of premises or of building exteriors in a district 
zoned residential, commercial, or agricultural 
subject to the limitations of KRS 82.722, which 
is or tends to render such premises or building 
dangerous or detrimental or adverse to the health 
and welfare of occupants of the premises or sur¬ 
rounding premises. 

In addition it shall constitute a public nuisance 
to maintain private property in all districts in such 
a manner so as to cause a detrimental effect to 
adjacent properties, by causing to have stored 
on the exterior of the premises construction and 
demolition debris, debris, garbage, junk, refuse- 
rubbish. or trash, which is visible from a public 
road, except such of the aforesaid items that are 
placed outside the premises for the customary 
regularly scheduled pick up by a contracted waste 
hauler, provided the same is picked up in a timely 
manner by such waste hauler. The existence. 
without limitation, of any of the following condi¬ 
tions shall constitute a nuisance: 

iv. Material and items stored in a haphazard 
or unorganized manner, so as to present an 
objectionable visual appearance or a nuisance. 

v. Yard maintenance equipment including. 
but not limited to. lawn mowers, garden tractors, 
snow blowers, garden tools, and similar items. 
which are stored outside in a haphazard, unorga¬ 
nized. or unprotected manner, past the season of 
the reasonable use of such equipment. 

vi. Material or items brought to the premises 
for planned improvements such as landscaping- 
construction. and similar purposes, including but 
not limited to mulch and building materials, which 
are not used for said improvements within 90 
days of being brought to the premises, or which 
merely constitute outdoor storage of said materi¬ 
als or items. 

vii. Recreational equipment, or parts thereof- 
including. but not limited to. bicycles, motorcycles. 
all terrain vehicles, boats, jet skis, and snow¬ 
mobiles. which are stored on the exterior prem¬ 
ises outside of the normal season, of usage, and 
which are stored in a haphazard, unorganized, or 
unprotected manner. 

viii. Household, commercial, and industrial 
objects and materials which are not ordinarily 
found in residential districts, stored for more than 
two (2) weeks on the exterior premises visible 
from adjacent properties or public right-of-way. 

L. “Refuse” means all putrescible and nonpu- 
trescible wastes including garbage and rubbish. 

M. “Rubbish” means nonputrescible wastes 
consisting of both combustible and noncombus¬ 
tible material and residuals, including but not lim¬ 
ited to paper products, cardboard, glass, plastic 
or metal products, discarded or non-functional 
automotive parts and tires, discarded furniture or 
furniture not designed for or modified to withstand 
the elements and outdoor use, abandoned or 
non-functional appliances, construction materials 
that have been exposed to outdoor elements for 
such a period of time that such material has sub¬ 
stantially deteriorated, junk, debris, and similar 
materials. 

N. “Trash” shall be defined as worn out, bro¬ 
ken up. or worthless things, and refuse. 

Section 4. 

Pursuant to the prov i s i ons of KRS 82.722 th i s 

ord i nanc e sha ll not b e e nforc e d upon any prop ¬ 

e rty s i tuat e d i n an un i ncorporat e d port i on of th e 
county that i s assessed as agr i cu l tura l l and for tax 

purposes by the property va l uat i on adm i n i strator. 

It is the policy of Henry County to conserve, 
protect, and encourage the development and 
improvement of its agricultural land for the pro¬ 
duction of food, timber, and other agricultural 
products. When nonagricultural land uses extend 
into agricultural areas, agricultural operations 
often become the subject of nuisance suits or 
legal actions restricting agricultural operations. 
As a result, agricultural operations are sometimes 

either curtailed or forced to cease operations. 

Investments in farm and timber improvements 
may be discouraged. It is the purpose of this 
section to reduce the loss of agricultural resourc¬ 
es by clarifying the circumstances under which 
agricultural operations may be deemed to be a 
nuisance or interfered with by local ordinances 
or legal actions. 

Pursuant to the provisions of KRS 413.072 no 
agricultural operation or any of its appurtenances 
shall be or become a nuisance, or be in violation 
of any zoning ordinance, or be subject to any ordi¬ 
nance that would restrict the right of the operator 
of the agricultural operation to utilize normal and 
accepted practices. The provisions of this section 
shall not apply whenever a nuisance results from 
the negligent operation of an agricultural opera¬ 
tion or its appurtenances. 

Therefore, this ordinance will not apply to 
farm tractors, farm implements, and agricultural 
products which are essential to the active and 
ongoing functions of an agricultural operation. 
This exemption is intended to protect agricul¬ 
tural operations and should not be construed 
as an exemption for other items defined in this 
ordinance such as construction and demolition 
debris, debris, garbage, trash, rubbish, refuse. 
and junk.

began to show immedi¬ 
ately. I slowed down to 
a crawl... and I still had 
7.5 miles to go. 

And then the sun 
decided to peep out from 
behind the clouds and 
the increase in tempera¬ 
ture and humidity was 
immediately noticeable 
to my suddenly tired old 
body. 

The new, more level¬ 
headed old guy began 
to return. I slowed the 
tempo down even more 
on the flats and down 
hills. I began to feel a 
little better but my legs 
were done with push¬ 
ing up even the slightest 
hills. I had to go to a 
very low gear and grind 
away at each little gradi¬ 
ent. 

With about five miles 
to go I came to a bump 
of a hill where some 
little dogs always greet 
me with barks and bared 
teeth. Those sweet 
little fellas always get 
my adrenaline going. I 
immediately found the 
reserve to push the speed 
back up until I got past 
my little motivators. I 
looked down as I sped 
past the last dog and 
saw that I had reached 
28 mph! I didn’t know 
I could pedal that fast 
going over a small hill. 

As the barks faded 
in the distance, I sud¬ 
denly realized that I had 
used my last reserves of 
energy and still had 4.5 
miles and the worst of 
the climbs to go. I drank 
from my water bottle at 
a rate that would drain it 
before I reached home. 

I poured a little over my 
head as the sun contin¬ 


ued to beat down on my 
helmet. I pedaled along 
at a snail’s pace. 

The last thing I want¬ 
ed to do was to get in 
a position where I had 
to call my wife again to 
come bail me out. The 
memory of my keys dan¬ 
gling in the ignition of 
my locked car was still 
fresh. 

Finally with about 
two miles to go I had 
to surrender to the heat 
and my failing body 
and get off the bike for 
an extended rest in the 
shade of a small tree 
beside the road. 

After about five min¬ 
utes, I attempted to 
climb back on the bike 
but my body resisted. I 
sat back down. 

Finally, I was able to 
climb aboard and head 
for home. It was a hum¬ 
bling experience. My ego 
had gotten the best of 
me. I let a little early suc¬ 
cess in the ride lead to a 
foolish decision. Worst of 
all, it proved that I was 
not nearly back to the 
condition I was once in. 

I was a little down the 
rest of the day. Some of 
it was that recovering 
from overheating makes 
you feel that way. Some 
of it was disappointment. 

And then my wife 
and daughter decided 
to watch a movie called 
“Soul Surfer”. Many of 
you are probably familiar 
with the story. It’s the 
story of a teenage surf¬ 
ing phenom who gets 
her arm bitten off by a 
rogue shark in Hawaii. 
Said phenom recovers 
from the horrific incident 
to become a successful 
surfer again. 

It was just the motiva¬ 
tion I needed. I can’t 
wait to get back on my 
bike. 
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point but that is very hard to 
attain. The highest level is the 
UEFA Pro badge, which is 
extremely difficult to get. You 
have to be invited to try for that 
level.” 

This is Walsh’s third year with 
Challenger Sports. He spent 
the first two years in the New 
England region before moving to 
the Southeast this summer. When 
he returns to Wales he will coach 
for the Cardiff City Football 
Club youth teams at the U9 and 
Ull age level. 

In the United Kingdom the 
big soccer clubs have a youth 
program where young prospects 
can get intensive training and 
competition. Cardiff City played 
in the English Premier League 
last year before being relegated 
back to the Football League 
Championship, which is the sec¬ 
ond level of professional soccer 
in the UK.

A few weeks ago I mentioned that a 
couple of stories I did on local athletes 
combined with the pain I experienced 
refereeing some middle school basketball 
games had motivated me to get back on 
my bike and start exercising again. 

Well, almost a month later I have rid¬ 
den about 10 times with most of the 
rides being only 10 miles long. 

At this point I’m sure some of you are 
thinking, “Only 10 miles. Are you kid¬ 
ding?” 

But two years ago I was routinely 
doing rides of 20 or 30 miles. To me a 
10-mile ride is like a one or two mile jog 
around the track. 

I was determined not to start out too 
hard this year. I knew that I was a long 
way from the condition that I was in 
two summers ago. The first 10-miler was 
not as bad as I thought. I took it fairly 
easy and tried not to race all out. For 
some reason, I always look at my rides as 
a contest against myself. No matter how 
I hard I try not to, I always am checking 
the little computer on my handle bars to 
see if I am ahead of the pace that I did 
the last time out. 

So for me, it is hard to start slow. But 
that is what I did. A few ten-mile rides 
at a moderate pace before I upped the 
ante a little bit. 

Finally, I decided a couple of weeks 
into training to go for my favorite 
16-mile ride down to Sulphur Dam. I’ve 
probably done that ride more than any 
other. It is one of the prettiest places in 
the county if you ask me, and the road 
is sparsely traveled by vehicles and those 
that do pass me are almost always very 
courteous. 

The mild weather we have been expe¬ 
riencing made it a great day for a ride 
and when I returned home I was very 
pleased with the fact that I was able to 
make it in just under an hour. 

Last week was even better riding 
weather so I did a 12.5-mile ride on a 
much tougher course that took to me to 
Providence Church and then south on 
Hwy 55 to Lake Road and then home 
on US 421. This was a day after rid¬ 
ing my usual 10-mile ride down Fallen 
Timber Road. Even though my legs 
ached a little and the hills were tough 
on my out-of-shape lungs, I thought the 
ride was pretty successful. 

That led me to try the 16-miler to 
Sulphur Dam again. 

Sunday I went out and forgot to fol¬ 
low my new policy of not competing 
with myself. When I started the ride, the 
plan was to do an easy ride just to get 
some mileage in before regular Kentucky 
summer weather came back this week. 

The temperature on Sunday wasn’t 
that high but it felt a little muggy out. 
When I started the ride I was pacing 
myself to make the climb back out of 
Sulphur a little easier. But something 
happened somewhere along the way. 

Maybe it was the fact that I had just 
watched another exciting leg of the Tour 
de France. Or maybe I was thinking 
about the 18-year-old kid with cystic 
fibrosis that I had seen on television 
getting to live out his dream through 
the Make-A-Wish Foundation by play¬ 
ing for the Seattle Sounders for the 
opening minutes of an exhibition game 
with London’s Tottenham Hotspurs or 
maybe it was just the old competitive 
me creeping back in. About three miles 
into the ride my legs were feeling great 
and I was keeping a pretty high tempo. 

It was cloudy and the humidity was not 
bothering me much and so I pushed the 
envelope a little bit. 

I reached the halfway point of my ride 
and looked down to see that I had aver¬ 
aged 18.7 mph. That is way too fast, but 
in the moment I was excited. I thought 
to myself that I only needed to average 
about 14 mph to beat my last time by a 
large margin. 

So as I made the turn for home I put 
the hammer down and started pushing 
it again. Then I reached the first slight 
incline on the way back. It was a gradi¬ 
ent that most people would not notice 
in a car. But for me, the lack of training
